"We've suffered over the 
past decade with the loss 
of jobs," said Maves. 

"When I went door-to- 
door, that was the number 
one issue," he added. 

Maves said people from 
all types of demographics 
engaged in discussion with 
him during the day of cam¬ 
paigning and he claims 
that people are looking or 

"There is a great deal of 
frustration," he said, also 
explaining that many indi¬ 
viduals wanted to talk 
about issues surrounding 
the Fort Erie Racetrack and 
the potential for a new 
hospital in the southern 
tier of Niagara. 

If elected, Maves said 
that under the leadership 
of Fort Erie native Tim 
Hudak, their party will 
address the amount of 
restrictions people in busi¬ 
ness have faced under the 
rule of the provincial 
Liberal government. 

"I think the Liberals have 
layered on so much red 
tape and regulation on 
business, they have choked 
the competitiveness in 
Ontario," said Maves. 

"Businesses need to be 
free to do more." 

Speaking about the Fort 
Erie Race Track, Maves 
reflected back a few years 
to 2003 when the historic 
facility was thriving and 
turning a profit, which he 


attributes to the slots at 
racetracks program that 
was abolished by the pro¬ 
vincial government last 

The Ontario Lottery and 
Gaming Corporation, an 
entity of the provincial 
government, is moderniz¬ 
ing its strategy and Maves 
feels it should look into the 
way things were in Niagara 
and especially Fort Erie as 
an example of success. 

"We should return back 
to the way we had it in 
2003 and it would mean a 
lot for jobs in Fort Erie," 
said Maves. 

He feels the slots pro¬ 
gram should have never 
been given the axe. 

"It was the wrong way to 
go," said Maves. 

Liberal incumbent mem¬ 
ber of provincial parlia¬ 
ment Kim Craitor says he 
is not focusing as much as 
his opponents on the pos¬ 
sibility of another election, 
that would be held if the 
current minority govern- 

confidence vote against 
the Liberal's proposed 
budget that has not even 
been presented yet. 

"It seems odd to me, that 


budget and they want to 
vote against it," said 
Craitor. 


For the time being, the 
MPP for the Niagara Falls 
riding says the task at hand 
is carrying out the respon¬ 
sibilities he was elected to 
act on and not look ahead 
to an election that could 
cost the Ontario govern¬ 
ment a projected $92 mil¬ 
lion. 

"There is no thought in 
my mind about an elec¬ 
tion," he said.

"They (Conservatives) 
desperately want an elec¬ 
tion. You can see it, they're 
already campaigning," he 
said. 

But in summary, he 
doesn't think sending 
Niagara voters to the polls 
before the full four-year 
term expires in October 
2015 is the right way to go. 


"They want to spend $92 
million and I don't," said 
Craitor. 

Liberal Premier Kathleen 
Wynne's 2013-14 budget 
will be tabled at Queen’s 
Park on May 2, a bit later 
than the provincial budget 
is customarily released. It 
will require support from 
one of the two opposition 
parties. It being defeated 
in the legislature would 
lead to an early election 
call.

When the weather 
gets nicer, it's an indica¬ 
tion that summer is on 
the way. For myself, and 
other cyclists it's also a 
time to tune up the bikes 
and hit the trails and 
roadways. 


A constant issue I face, 
and see happening daily, 
are the cars who are bla¬ 
tantly ignoring the 'share 
the road' signs. 

I like to look at these 
people as the bullies of 
the road. For those who 
have cycled I'm sure 
you've all been passed 
by a fast moving vehicle 
whose mirror just about 
hits your shoulder. 

A lot of new bikers are 
frightened by vehicles 
passing too close and 
too quickly. A tip for that 
is to avoid hugging the 
curb if you're a biker. 
Motorists should be 


allowing three feet of 
clearance when passing 
a bike, but five to six feet 
is typically preferable. 

For those people who 
like to clear a cyclist by 
mere inches at high 
speeds, your chances of 
reacting if they fell or 
swerved to avoid road 
debris would be very 
slim. 

Consideration for 
other peoples safety 
goes a long way. 

The same goes for bik¬ 
ers, following the rules of 
the roads, stopping at 
stop signs, allowing 
those who have the right 


away go first and not rid¬ 
ing in the centre of a lane 
is just as important. 

The roadways were 
meant to be shared. 
Some look at biking as a 
'hobby', others use it as 
transportation to cut 
down on pollution and 
save on gas, all while 
getting some exercise. 

Another common 
issue I see among cyclists 
is the lack of head pro¬ 
tection. You can't reverse 
brain injuries and you 
can't reverse death. This 
piece of equipment is 
such an important safety 
tool. 


In Ontario, it is the law 
if you are under 18 to 
wear an approved bicy¬ 
cle helmet when travel¬ 
ing on any public road. 
About three-quarters of 
all cycling fatalities 
involve head injuries. In 
fact, a study done from 
2006 to 2010 analyzed 
129 accidental bike relat¬ 
ed deaths in Ontario. It 
found that cyclists who 
did not wear a helmet 
were three times more 
likely to die from brain 
trauma than those who 
were wearing protective 
head gear. 

So parents, if your 
child is heading out on a 


bike treat helmet wear¬ 
ing as a life or death situ¬ 
ation and remember the 
old saying "helmets save 
lives." 

If that isn't enough, 
there's also a fine of $60, 
with a court cost of $5 
and the victim fine sur¬ 
charge of $10. In total if 
the plea is guilty it will 
cost you $75 for not 
wearing a helmet.

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Canada unveils new $5 and $10 bills 


The Bank of Canada has 
unveiled new $5 and $10 
bills that show off the coun¬ 
try's railway and space pro¬ 
gram. 

"With today's unveiling of 
the final two notes in the 
series, one can see not only 
the unique story that each of 
the five denominations tells, 
but the unifying theme that 
underlies them all - the pro¬ 
found courage, determina¬ 
tion, and ingenuity of our 
nation and its people," said 
Finance Minister Jim 
Flaherty in a statement. 


Officially unveiled at the 
Bank of Canada and from 
aboard the International 
Space Station (ISS), the $10 
polymer bank note shows a 
train snaking through the 
Rocky mountains, while the 
$5 bill features an astronaut 
and the Canadarm, a robotic 
arm used in space assem¬ 
bly. 

"By giving prominence to 
Canadian achievements in 
space, this bank note 
reminds us that not even the 
sky is the limit," said ISS 
Commander Chris Hadfield.

Ontario to require insurance cuts 




QMI AGENCY 

Ontario will require auto insurers to cut rates by an average of 15%, Finance 
Minister Charles Sousa says. Sousa said legislation to be introduced would 
lower average annual premiums by $225 per vehicle. NDP Leader Andrea 
Horwath demanded a 15% reduction in auto rates within a year as one step to 
secure her support tor the minority Wynne government's upcoming budget. 
Sousa said there should be an immediate impact but did not say exactly when 
drivers would see die savings. 

The legislation demands an average 15% cut and lower premiums for drivers 
with a good record, and would authorize a crack down on fraud.

'Not enough people hear the positive' - Preston is changing that

The president of the 
Stevensville Kinettes also 
offered a free booth to 
Preston for their Springfest 
on June 1, which he will be 
at to sell bracelets and his 

He will be attending col¬ 
lege in Hamilton to become 
a social service worker and 
said he will take Rise Against 
Bullying with him. 

"I'm planning on talking 
to the college and seeing if I 
can get together a group of 
people. People experience 
bullying at all ages," he said. 

Preston has also had suc¬ 
cess on YouTube and is 
blown away by the amount 
of views his videos have 
received. 

"I always said I would 
never be that person who 
posts videos on Youtube 
because I always felt that 
was a place where people 
can put you do and post 
negative comments, but for 


some reason I posted a video 
and now have 45 on there." 

"I always felt I was just a 
Fort Erie kid and no one 
really recognizes Fort Erie. 
One of my YouTube videos 
has over 19,000 views. I've 
put myself online to help 
others and to let them know 
that they're not alone." 

Preston's story goes back 
to high school when he him¬ 
self was bullied and strug¬ 
gled with thoughts of ending 
his own life, depression, 
anxiety and the feeling of 
being alone. 

He keeps all conversations 
confidential, unless to do so 
would harm the person he is 

"I've had some really scary 
instances where I did have 
to contact the school. For 
severe cases you have to do 
that, you can't just ignore 
that. It's a cry for help." 

He spends most of his day 
online, communicating with 
others. Receiving about 50 
messages every few hours, 
Preston said he has to keep 


his own reminders so he can 
stay strong for others and 
not be brought down. 

"I keep a book of remind¬ 
ers. Every positive message I 
get I put in this book. When 
I'm feeling down I pick it up 
and go through it. I do let 
this stuff affect me, but I 
don't let it ruin me. 
Sometimes I do get 
depressed and I suffer from 
anxiety from my years of 
being bullied. Just knowing 
that I made someone smile, 
or made them feel better 
helps me keep strong," said 
Preston. 

He also thanked his mom 
for her support, which has 
also kept him strong. 

Involvement in his home¬ 
town is something he 
believes strongly in. He has 
spoken at Fort Erie 
Elementary School for stu¬ 
dents in Gr. 2 to 8. 

"I shared my experiences 
with them, but in kid form." 

He's also been invited to 
speak at other local schools. 

He will also participate in 


an anti-bullying event that 
will be held at the Fort Erie 
Public Library. 

Preston has also been kept 
busy with various photo 
shoots. One was done by a 
local Fort Erie photographer 
who is working on a docu¬ 
mentary about bullying. 

"When I went to the library 
to take part in that this little 
girl, probably 12-years-old 
came up to me and asked 
me to have her picture taken 
with me," he laughed. 

"It's hard for me to believe 
that people look up to me 
and when people tell me my 
inspirational messages have 
saved their lives I can't 
believe the impact I'm hav¬ 
ing on people," he said. 

He also had a photo shoot 
and will appear on an anti¬ 
bullying poster. In the near 
future he will also be launch¬ 
ing a website www.risea- 
gainstbullying.org. Andrew 
Aitken, from Fort Erie has 
donated his time and the 
website to the cause. 


Preston does this all on his 
own time, and just strives to 
make a difference in peoples 

"Not enough people hear 
positive things about them¬ 
selves. Life has its ups and 
downs, but it does go on and 
it does get better. I always 
take something negative and 
turn it into something posi- 

Preston is currently look¬ 
ing for sponsors for the 


upcoming concert. So far, all 
the funds have come direcdy 
out of his pocket. 

"If we can get businesses 
on board to sponsor, we'll 
make sure they're recog¬ 
nized at the event, so it's 
advertising for them too," he

She said in addition to 
the venue, they're also 
still looking for donated 
items for a yard sale, as 
well as gift baskets, gift 
certificates, children toys, 
or anything they are able 
to donate to help with 
the raffle, 50/50 and door 
prizes. 

The thought of looking 
outside of Fort Erie to 
hold the event has come 
into play, but Richardson 
said she would rather 
keep it local. 

"It would be easier for 
the people in the com¬ 
munity to access, plus 
Josh is a member of this 
community. He lives 
here, he will be attending 
school in the fall here 
and he's a part of this 
community," she said. 

Joshua, who is rarely 
seen without a smile on 
his face, is full of energy 
and laughter. He enjoys 
music, being with his 
grandma and nearly 
every show that is on 
Treehouse. 

The challenge for 
Joshua and his grandma 
right now is the fact that 
it's getting harder for her 
to get him around. 

"We drive a Jimmy, 
which three of us share. 
As Joshua gets bigger it's 
increasingly hard to get 
him in and out of the 
vehicle," she said. 

The cost for a wheel¬ 
chair accessible vehicle 
is about $25,000. 

"We’re hoping to be 
able to get a vehicle for 
Joshua as soon as possi¬ 
ble, because of the situa¬ 
tion involving his trans¬ 
portation.” 

There is no service in 
Fort Erie that will pick up 
a handicapped child and 
take them to appoint- 

Four-year-old Joshua 
faces many challenges, 
which began for him 
when he was two-weeks 
old. He began seizuring 
and was rushed to 
Niagara Falls General 
Hospital, where he had 
12 more seizures. 

Following many pain¬ 


ful tests, he was diag¬ 
nosed with Cerebral 
Palsy, which effects 
mostly the left side of his 
body and brain. He is 
also living with Global 
Development Delay, cor¬ 
tical vision (the brain 
doesn't send the message 
for him to see) and epi¬ 
leptic seizures. 

He has been in the care 
of Richardson since 2011. 
She tends to him 24 hours 
a day, seven days a week, 
but said that he's a tre¬ 
mendous joy to her life. 

"Everyday is a new day 
and we stay positive. 
There's no negativity in 
this house." 

The focus for the Stars 
4 Joshua fundraiser is 
children. 

"We have a magician 
whoisdonatinghistime," 
she said. Other fun events 
for children will be a 
clown, bouncy castle, 
face painting and tempo¬ 
rary tattoos. 

There will be two local 
bands performing and 
Fort Erie teen Justin 
Preston, who is an advo¬ 
cate for and-bullying is 
helping to support and 
promote the event.

The local contingent of 
Meals on Wheels was 
founded in 1971 by 60 peo¬ 
ple from six different 
churches in Greater Fort 
Erie and currently serves 
217 clients. 

Last year, 17,700 meals 
were served all across this 
vast municipality. 

As the amount of need 
for service in Greater Fort 
Erie continues to be high 
every year and costs seem¬ 
ing to climb every time a 
new calendar is started, 
the agency is pursuing a 
fresh concept that will raise 
additional funds.

The book consists of 4 

Part-1 explains in detail 
what bullying means and 
what it consists of, what are 
the acts of bullying, when 
does bullying become 
assault, when does bullying 
become criminal assault. It 
contains a section on cyber- 
bullying, what it is and what 
to do if your child becomes 
a victim. It also contains a 
section on homophobic 
bullying and what are the 
responsibilities of the school 
in this matter. It tells parents 
what steps to take if their 
child is a victim of bullying 
up to and including seeking 
legal advice. 

Part-2 is the schools Anti- 
Bullying Policy, which by 
the way received a letter of 
support from the Ontario 
Principals Learning 
Foundation. This policy

“The economy has 
restructured and some of 
the lower skilled manufac¬ 
turing jobs have disap¬ 
peared, but there are also 
companies who have spe¬ 
cific skills they are looking 
for but are not able to find. 
Those are the same skills 
that are in hot demand all 
over the world," said Diane 
Simsovic, Niagara Region’s 
economic development 
director. 

Those jobs include met¬ 
allurgical engineers, heavy 
equipment mechanics or 
specialty welders. 

"These are global short¬ 
ages and you are compet¬ 
ing with companies all 
over the world for the same 
skilled people,” said 
Simsovic. “Niagara College
